Funds For 
Heating 


To Use Alternating 
Current at High 
School Generator 


A four-hour committee discus- 
sion on Monday night by Newton 
Aldormcn lead to an approval of a 
$35,000 appropriation for the in- 
stallation of a steam engine set 
generating alternating current for 
the Newton High School heating 
plant when the board resumed its 
meeting following the usual re- 
cess. The sum voted was approved 
by a 17 to 3 vote with Aldermen 
Carrol J. Hoffman, Charles E. 
Hughes and John Temperley vot- 
ing in the negative. 

The mayor previously had rec- 
ommended an appropriation of 
$30,000 for the plant which cov- 
ered a set to generate direct cur- 
rent. Subsequently an additional 
$5,000 was recommended to pro- 
vide for an alternating current 
set and enabling the aldermen to 
decide which was to be installed. 

At the school there are 155 mo- 
tors using direct current and 35 
using alternating current. It is 
contended that maintenance costs 
of the alternating current motors 
is less and that the additional 
sum involved to provide a unit 
to convert all motors to the alter- 
nating current would in the long 
run be favorable to the city’s ex- 
penses. 

Alderman Hoffman stated that 
the plan to purchase power from 
the Boston Edison Company was 
preferable because it could be put 
into practice sooner, ’it would di- 
versify the power sources, and that 
it would not require a large out- 
lay although the annual cost would 
bo $2,500 more. 

An appropriation of $5000 for 
a WPA project to paint and re- 
pair public buildings was approved. 
It was stated that it is the be- 
ginning of a two-year nlan to em- 
ploy 38 men for work on eight 
school buildings and three fire sta- 
tions. The entire project will cost 
$117,000 of which the city will 
bo asked to spend $27,000 for ma- 
terials and the Federal govern- 
ment providing labor costs. 

New equipment in advance of 
budget appropriations in order to 
obtain delivery and a favorable 
price was voted for the treasury 
department in the sum of $2000. 
Equipment to be purchased in- 
cludes an addressograph at $800; 
electric accounting machine, $855; 
filing cabinet to contain all un- 
paid tax bills, $244 and a filing 
cabinet for confidential papers, 
$32. 

The sum of $1,400 was voted for 
street department construction of 
a sower on York rd., Waban. 

Leave to withdraw was given 
the petitioners of the proposed 
home for aged blind persons on 
Waverlev ave. at the former Stan- 
ley residence. The committee re- 
port explained that the building 
code required either a fireproof 
building or on with masonry walls 
for such purposes. The building 
in question is of brick veneer over 
frame.

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U NITED WAR FU ND NEARING GOAL 

Draft Group Given Send -off 


Largest Number Since War Declared 
Inducted This Morning Following 
End of City Hall Ceremonies 


Twenty Presented With 
Toilet Kits and Greeted 
By City Officials 


This morning in the grey of over- 
cast skies the largest group of 
draftees of Newton men entering 
the service since war was declared 
two months ago was given a big 
sendoff. City officials and repre- 
sentatives of service organizations 
were on hand to bid farewell to 
the group. Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard shook the hand of each of 
the t wenty selectees who had been 
notified to report at seven o’clock. 
Members of the draft board ac- 
companied the group to the New- 
tonville railroad station on their 
departure for the induction station 
at Boston 

A mobile canteen unit of the 
Newton Chapter of the Red Cross 
was set up, for the first time at 
any occasion of the kind, to serve 
coffee and other refreshments. 
The canteen was operated by a 
committee of Newton Centre 
women under the chairmanship of 
Mrs. Douglass B. Francis. Roy S. 
Edwards, chairman of the New- 
ton Citizens Committee on Serv- 
ice to Newton Service Men, pre- 
sented toilet kits to each selectee 
in behalf of the committee. 

From a census of service men 
taken by Newton police it is esti- 
mated that there are now more 
than 600 Newton men in the 
armed services of the country. In 
the first World War Newton had 
about 2,500 men in service and 
it is predicted that the number 
to see service in the present war 
will exceed 3,500.

Predicts 
World Union 
After War 


Forum Speaker Says 
Victor Will Lead 
Community of Nations 


A post-war union of all peoples 
into a world community under the 
leadership of the winning power, 
the United States or Germany, 
was the prediction forecast by Dr. 
Frederick L. Schuman, Woodrow 
Wilson professor of government 
at Williams College, speaking Sun- 
day at the Newton Community 

Forum. The Newton High School 
auditorium was largely filled with 
an audience of nine hundred. 

A partial resumption of the 
Forum another season was indi- 
cated in the appointment of a 
steering committee under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Kirtley F. 
Mather. He reported on the meet- 
ing of the steering committee 

which had preceded the Forum and 
stated that many of those ac- 

tively supporting the conduct of 
the Forum were engaged in numer- 
ous defense projects and would 

be unable to devote their time 
to the organization. On Feb. 15th, 
at the final session of the current 
Forum season, to be addressed by 
Vera Micheles Dean, director of 
the Foreign Policy Association on 
"Latin America Weighs the Course 
of the War,” a questionnaire would 
be distributed to ascertain public 
reaction to continuation of the pro- 
grams next year. 

Professor Schuman, author of 
numerous books and articles on 
European affairs, spoke on the 
"New Order in Europe.” He main- 
tained that war anywhere is every- 
body’s business because the world 
is indivisible. One of the causes 
of the present conflict was Amer- 
ica’s failure to recognize this by 
evading its responsibilities in fail- 
ing to exercise control over the 
world commensurate with its 
power. He said that the United 
States remained aloof in previous 
conflicts because “China was too 
yellow, Ethiopia too black, and 
Spain too red.” 

The issue at stake in the pres- 
ent war is whether the United 
States or Germany will assume 
world leadership. He expressed 
the opinion that everyone in Ger- 
many realizes this and unless every 
American does we will lose the 
war and the peace to follow it 
as well. Quoting a German sur- 
vey made six years ago it was 
shown that the United States has 
44 per cent of the world’s indus- 
trial capacity: Germany 15, Great 
Britain 10 and France 7. America 
“muffed,” in the time of Wood- 
row Wilson “an opportunity to re- 
fashion the lives of all people.” 

The speaker claimed that the 
Atlantic Charter fails to offer a 
solution of the world’s troubles 
since it will restore "international 
anarchy” which brought on the 
present conflict. Hundreds of mil- 
lions of neutral and subjugated 
people must have a chance to 
share in the American concept of 
liberty. Victory must mean that 
everyone, everywhere, must have 
the common advantages of a 
united world neighborhood. 

Seated on the platform with Dr. 
Mather, who conducted the ques- 
tion period, were Dr. Mark Ward 
and Edward Van Tassell, Jr. Pre- 
ceding the address, a series of 
solos by Donald I. Blackey, young 
Newton tenor, was offered.

Dr. Carl S. Ell, President of 
Northeastern University, which 
has an enrollment of 5686 stu- 
dents, addressed the Newton Ro- 
tary Club and took for his sub- 
ject "The Unfinished Task.” 

“It was on the evening of Au- 
gust 3, 1914, the day on which 
Lord Grey, the Foreign Secretary 
for Great Britain, had made his 
historic speech in the House of 
Commons, preceding the Declara- 
tion of War on Germany. He left 
the House of Commons and went 
to the Foreign Office on White- 
hall st.. where he spent the early 
evening hours. 

"It is not surprising that as 
dusk enveloped the city, Lord Grey 
looked out of the window and 
watched the street lamps being 
lighted one after another up the 
street, and said to a friend, The 
lamps are going out all over Eu- 
rope. We sh?41 not see them lit 
again in our lifetime.’ Lord Grey 
little knew how prophetic his 
words would prove to be. Not 
only in Europe but throughout the 
world the shadows are deepen- 
ing, and the lights are fading one 
by one. 

"When Lord Grey said the 
lamps were going out all over Eu- 
rope, he did not mean an oil lamp, 
or a gas lamp, or an electric light, 
or any kind of street lamp. He 
meant that the light of truth was 
going out — that soon truth, as 
such, could no longer be allowed 
the light of day. 

"As Lord Grey looked down the 
street on that fateful night he saw 
the light of honor disappearing 
from Europe. No longer would the 
light of national honesty and na- 
tional integrity shine. He saw 
Europe entering a long period of 
deceit, dishonor and intrigue. He 
saw that national treaties were to 
become 'scraps of paper’ and na- 
tional pledges empty words. 

“Lord Grey saw the light of jus- 
tice disappearing from among men. 
He saw that the light of freedom 
was to go out all over Europe. 

"Like a flash that marks a short 
circuit and then utter darkness, a 
red glow did appear in the sky 
in the center of Berlin — a vivid 
red glow that marked a literary 
fire, a fire which was burning free- 
dom from the heart of the Third 
Reich, for freedom stood in the 
way of the totalitarian ideal. 

"On a night in May, 1933, Nazi 
students touched into flames 25,- 
000 volumes of writings unwel- 
come in the Nazi State — writings 
that had to do with freedom to 
think and freedom to act — writ- 
ings that supported free speech, 
free assembly, and free worship. 

"No longer should man in Eu- 
rope have a voice in the Govern- 
ment under which he lived. No 
longer should there be freedom 
from want and freedom from fear. 
No longer could man worship as 
he saw fit, but rather that these 
freedoms were to vanish from that 
part of the world. 

"Lincoln in his Gettysburg Ad- 
dress was thinking far beyond the 
Civil War and the immediate 
struggle. He was thinking not 
only of the Union, and of the wel- 
fare of this nation, but also of 
the preservation and promotion of 
the free way of life, down through 
the years. He had in mind an- 
other light — the unquenchable 
light— the eternal light— the light 
of the human spirit. 

"In times like those which Lin- 
coln faced and in times like these 
today, we are apt to let current 
events obscure the lessons of the 
past. We should remember our 
history — the long struggle of the 
human race. History records the 
unceasing struggle of the many 
against the will to power of the 
few. 

“Hitler is like the other great 
takers by force who have set out 
to conquer the world. His pat- 
tern is the same as earlier tyrants 
and despots, but executed with 
more modem and more terrible 
instruments. 

"Like Rome of an earlier day, 
Nazi Germany may flourish for its 
brief moment. Its blood-thirsty 
power and its armed might now 
seem formidable and invincible. So 
once seemed the power of Romo. 
Rome once ruled the world. But 
Rome fell. Hitler and his allies 
may hammer nations into tempo- 
rary submission, but their evil 
hands will wither and decay.” 

Dr. Ell, who is a resident of 
Newton, was introduced by Dr. 
Cecil Clark.

It is divided into 2 groups, 
the first reserves, who are on 
twenty-four hour call and are dis- 
aster trained and the 2nd reserves 
who are not taking the defense 
training but are carrying the reg- 
ular hospital work. The women 
in the first reserve have been 
training for months past and are 
now ready to meet any emergen- 
cy. There are eight fully equipped 
auxiliary ambulances. 

There are now two groups tak- 
ing motor mechanics courses. The 
majority have had first aid the 
rest are taking that course now. 
The Corps has military drill, 
stretcher drill and convoy work 
once a week.

The school buildings are the 
Classical and Technical High

lands, Davis School at West New- 
ton, Angier School in Waban, I 
Bowen School at Newton Centre, 1

and the Underwood and Bigelow

The project will give employ- 
ment to 38 men for a period of 
two years and will be undertaken 
immediately. The Board of Al- 
dermen has already appropriated 
$5,000 for materials and will add 
more funds from time to time 
as needed.

Amid scenes of unprece- 
dented enthusiasm, campaign 
workers crowded into the High 
School auditorium, to acclaim 
their community triumph and the 
future victory of this country in 
the total war. 

Neil Leonard, Chairman of the 
Newton Campaign Organization 
announced that the City of New- 
ton had raised $293,000 or 
103.6 per cent of its goal of S285,- 
000. He reported that the Ad- 
vance Gifts Division had collect- 
ed 104 per cent, the Woman’s Di- 
vision 101.1 per cent, the Residen- 
tial Division 103.6 per cent; the 
Municipal Division 95 per cent; 
and the Business Division 100 per 
cent. 

"When we launched this great 
campaign for our country, our 
community, and humanity,’’ said 
Mr. Leonard, "we felt sure that 
Newton, which has never lagged 
in a duty to its citizens nor to the 
nation, would do its part faithful- 
ly and loyally in support of the 
United War Fund. 

"We were given a large goal to 
reach — $285,000. This was by far 
the largest sum that we had ever 
attempted to raise and it was 
therefore a tremendous responsi- 
bility for us to accept this chal- 
lenge. But the people of Newton 
accepted it and so signified their 
willingness to support our com- 
munity and our country in its hour 
of peril. 

"We have not been disappointed. 
Newton residents have done a 
magnificent job in exceeding their 
objective. We have lived up to 
the standard of thoughtful and pa- 
triotic giving, set for us by Great- 
er Boston’s General Chairman, 
Maynard Hutchinson, a Newton 
resident. We are proud of our five 
divisions — proud of all of our thir- 
teen villages which responded so 
patriotically to the appeal for the 
American Red Cross, the U. S. O., 
the Local Soldiers and Sailors 
Committee, and our own health 
and social agencies. 

"An outstanding feature of this 


campaign has been the increase in 
f he number of contributors. We 
have not had time to compute this 
increase, but we know that hun- 
dreds of people who had never be- 
fore given responded this year." 

The rally was in the nature of 
an entertainment and a commu- 
nity get-together. The Players, 
Inc., gave a notable performance 
of "A Slight Case of Murder,” di- 
rected by Mr. Fay Roope. A spec- 
tacular feature of the program 
was the illuminated flag of thir- 
teen stars and thirteen stripes 
representing the Newton villages. 
Mr. Thomas Shirley, chairman of 
the Residential Division, intro- 
duced each village chairman, and 
as each gave his report, a button 
was pressed and a star and stripe 
appeared for his village. 

At the close of the meeting a 
resolution was adopted thanking 
all who had given their services so 
freely. The NEWTON GRAPHIC 
had previously been commended 
for its generous donation of space 
to the publicity of the campaign 
and for its faithful reports of 
the progress of work. 

A large campaign flag was then 
lowered 'id the audience joined 
in singing “God Ble»s America/* 
led by Miss Ruth Perkins. This 
affair, like the opening dinner, was 
under the direction of the Special 
Events Committee.

MUCH REMAINS FOR THE FUTURE 

During the preparation of Newton for protection against 
possible air raids a vast amount of organization work has 
been and remains to be accomplished. One of the outstand- 
ing features of the work being done lies in the overwhelming 
response on the part of Newton citizens to do their part and 
takp their share of the responsibility. We refer to the volun- 
tary enrollment of nearly four thousand air raid wardens for 
the various courses which have been presented during the 
past six weeks to add to the fifteen hundred trained last sum- 
mer and bringing Newton’s prospective air raid warden force 
to more than 5,000 persons. In addition several hundreds 
of others have taken places in the auxiliary police and fire 
forces which are an essential part of the ARP organization. 

When one stops to realize what a gigantic task it is to 
provide the opportunity for these several thousands of per- 
sons to have training in first aid work one begins also to 
realize what it has meant to get these courses under way as 
has been done this month. In any such organization work 
and development it is impossible to eliminate numerous 
minor details which make for misunderstanding. Patience 
and fortitude and co-operative effort will in time provide 
for an efficient setup. Gradually order comes out of chaos. 
Confronted with an almost superhuman task in registering, 
assigning, and organizing first aid classes to train four 
thousand persons is not an overnight task. Yet the local 
Red Cross organization committee, to whom this work was 
turned over, has actually accomplished a great deal more 
than could ever be expected.

Urge Wartime 
Knitters Consult 
Red Cross 


In response to numerous in- 
quiries, R. R. Guthrie, chief of 
the Textiles, Clothing and Leather 
Goods Branch, has explained the 
official position of the War Produc- 
ton Board on the question of 
women knitting sweaters for 
soldiers and sailors. 

"The War Production Board.” 
said Mr. Guthrie, "does want 
women to knit sweaters where ab- 
solutely needed by the armed 
forces and where the commanding 
officers ask for the supplies. 

“It is our opinion that the av- 
erage soldier and sailor is ade- 
quately clothed by the government 
and doesn’t need additional cloth- 
ing. However, there are excep- 
tions. Our hoys in Iceland are 
such an exception. They can make 
good use of additional clothing. 
The same may be true of soldiers 
sent into the field on long cam- 
paigns. 

“On the whole, we don’t want a 
broad wave of knitting that will 
consume millions of pounds of wool 
that is needed for more essential 
purposes. 

“This is the system we have set 
up with the American Red Cross. 
When a commanding officer desires 
such additional clothing as sweat- 
ers, he will apply to the Red Cross. 
The Red Cross will then arrange 
for the sweaters to be knitted. 

In this way, every sweater 
knitted will serve a good purpose 
rnd there will bo no waste of ma- 
terial, to say nothing of the labor 
of some patriotic woman. We 
welcome the co-operation of 
women in knitting for the armed 
services the things they need, af- 
ter the commanding officers have 
informed the Red Cross of those 
needs.” 


To the Editor: 

It is cheering to think that this 
war may bring us one desirable 
result. Owing to the gasoline, 
rubber and automobile situations 
which have already reduced traffic 
on our roads to a substantial 
amount, the people who advertise 
on billboards and the billboard 
companies may no longer find it 
worth while to disfigure our coun- 
tryside with their monstrosities. 
Then, if the Department of Public 
Works properly performs its func- 
tions, it will remove boards no 
longer occupied by advertising 
matter and we shall emerge from 
the war once more able to enjoy 
the beauties of nature.

eral MacArthur, the first, to years 
of World War operation in 1916 
to 1918 as post commander at sev- 
eral points in the islands. A ser- 
vice of this extent and character 
is an excellent vantage point for 
making and recording observa- 
tions, which make interesting tell- 
ing though not of up-to-date mil- 
itary significance. The lecture by 
Colonel J. M. Petty, U. S. A. dealt 
with the Philippines as a place for 
human habitation, including the 
physical geography, natural re- 
sources, the natives, from the high 
ly developed societies to the prim- 
itive tribes. The presence since 
1900 of numbers of friendly Amer- 
icans, protected by the military es- 
tablishments set up after the 
Spanish-American War, has had 
much to do with a gradual im- 
provement in the relationships of 
the natives with the outside 
world. The natural resources of 
the islands have been of vast im- 
portance in the development of 
civilization in other parts of the 
world, feeding the industrial sys- 
tems with its life blood of raw 
materials — including hemp, hard 
wods*of many varieties, rubber, 
sugar, and many other materials, 
the acquiring of which will be 
made more difficult because of the 
war carried on to maintain them 
free of enemy control. 

The importance to the present 
General MacArthur of the confi- 
dence he has won in the minds 
of influential natives, is being 
demonstrated today by the active 
and capable support rendered to 
the American forces against the 
Japanese invaders. Excellent sol- 
diers, desiring freedom with se- 
curity guaranteed by the presence 
of friendly American military 
command, was the lecturer’s Inter- 
pretation of the native wish for 
independence; native potentialities 
>n politics were analyzed with skill 
that comes from intimate knowl- 
edge. not merely of generalities 
but of close acquaintance with im- 
portant personalities over long 
periods of time. Colonel Petty 
had occasion to make many offi 
cinl visits to head men of many 
tribes, and to receive envoys from 
them in return. Incidents we- 
suggestive in some instances of 
♦h" best stories of Herman Mel- 
ville. But the climax of the ad- 
dress was an unofficial description 
of some of the circumstances in 
which General MacArthur is ma- 
neuvering today; the intimate 
knowledge of the speaker in de- 
tails of personnel and conditions 
of terrain and natural obstacles 
in favor of defender over invader, 
struck deep into the minds of the 
audience.

A new feature in the budget 
is the addition of a Department 
of Municipal Defense, for which 
the mayor recommended the ap- 
propriation of $19,805 in addition 
to $8120 already appropriated this 
year.

The request of a group of local 
architects and builders that the 
present stringent requirements of 
the building code be abolished in 
order to make possible the con- 
struction of low cost defense homes 
in Newton was refused by a unani- 
mous vote of the Board of Aider- 
men on last Monday night. 

At a hearing held by the Claims 
• id Rales Committee on Wednes- 
day of last week Christopher C. 
Crowley who was spokesman for a 
group of architects and builders 
who attended the meeting, stated 
that because the building regula- 
tions in this city are so much 
stricter than in surrounding cities 
and towns it is not practicable 
to build homes in Newton un- 
der present conditions. He also 
argued that the removal of the 
requirements for the use of steel 
;»nd other materials in certain 
building operations would aid in 
the conservation of those materials 
for national defense. 

Chairman George E. Rawson in 
presenting the report of the com- 
mittee to the Board of Aldermen,

For the safety of all concerned 
and to insure a successful black- 
out the following rules should be 
! observed: 


The regular police force under 
Chief Michael T. Hughes, aug- 
mented by 400 auxiliary police 
will handle the traffic. All through 
traffic will be halted at the City 
limits and cars within the city will 
be required to pull up to the side 
of the road and extinguish all 
lights. 

In addition, 4000 Air Raid War- 
dens will be patrolling their areas 
to see that the blackout rules are 
effectively carried out. and to safe- 
guard both property and persons. 
This will be the first time that the 
Wardens have worked under con- 
ditions which would prevail in an , 
actual raid. 

The Newton Public Safety Com- 
mittee has issued the following 
statement: "This is an Official 
Blackout ordered by the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen and ap- 
proved by the Massachuestts 
Committee on Public Safety.

RECENT DEATHS 


JAMBS A. NELSON 

James A. Nelson of 14 Old 
Orchard rd.. Chestnut Hill, vice- 
president nnd general merchandise 
manager of the R. H. Stearns Co. 
of Boston, died from a heart at- 
tack on Tuesday, Feb. 17, while 
bathing at Wavecrcst Beach, Nas- 
sau, Bahamas. 

Mr. Nelson, who was in his 64th 
year, was born in Milton, New 
York, the son of James T. nnd 
Phoebe J. Nelson. He attended 
the Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute 
and was graduated from Amherst 
College in 1902, nnd from Harvard 
Law School in 1903. He practiced 
law in New York ns a member of 
the firm of Foley, Martin nnd 
Nelson, specializing in admiralty 
law. After the death of his father 
he assumed the management of 
various business enterprises which 
he operated until 1920 when he 
became a resident of Pasadena.

Complaint Is 
Denied Here 


The application of the Newton 
police traffic bureau for a com- 
plaint against the motorman who 
was at the controls of a Boston 
Elevated street car two weeks ago 
when it struck a stalled auto was 
denied by Judge James A. Delay 
after a hearing in the Newton 
District Court Saturday. 

Judge Delay remarked that 
there was evidence of inattention 
on the part of the motorman, but 
on the other hand there was in 
his favor his long record of serv- 
ice without being involved in any 
difficulties in the past.

Mayor Vetoes Request 
For Ten Additional Police 


A request by Chief Michael T. 
Hughes that ten men be appoint- 
ed to the police force, in addi- 
tion to the ten new patrolmen 
whose appointment was authorized 
at the beginning of the year, has 
been denied by Mayor Paul M. 
Goddard. 

The chief requested that $281,- 
723.49 be appropriated for sala- 
ries of patrolmen in the budget, 1 
but the mayor reduced the sum 
to $268,286.19, omitting the pro- 
vision for the salaries of the ten 
additional patrolmen requested by 
the chief. i 

The chief requested $21,915 for 
salaries of reserve patrolmen, but 
the sum was cut to $16,425. The 
mayor also cut the sum requested 
for incidentals from $2,000 to 
$1,900. The sum expended last i 


vnnr for reserve patrolmen was 
$6,675.75 and for incidentals $1,- 
431.30. 

Police Budget 

The Police Department budget, 
as recommended bv the mayor, 
totals $353,994.69. The items mak- 
ing up the budget are: Salary — 
chief, $4,200; captain, $3,000; lieu- 
tenants, $8,100; sergeants, $26,- 
950; auto mechanic, $1,990; pa- 
trolmen, $268,286.19; radio tech- 
nician, $2,450; clerical assistance, 
$3,484; matron, $1,350; sergeant- 
mechanic, $2,450; Reserve patrol- 
men $13,425; office expenses, $3,- 
960; auto maintenance, $7,295; in- 
cidentals, $1,900; radio parts, 
$1,100; revolver practice, $2,000; 
convention out of state, $300; new 
equipment, $1,754.50.

mentality of 14,000,000 people 
overnight. 

As an Intelligence officer, Fur- 
long sent out trom the heart of 
Turkey to the American and Al- 
lied representatives, the first in- 
formation that Ataturk and Inonu 
had formed a Military Senate at 
Sivas, were forming a Nationalist 
Government, with its new capital 
at Ankara and planned to depose 
the Sultan. This and other out- 
standing reports aided the Uni- 
ted States and Allied powers in 
determining their policy and ac- 
tion in relation to certain Balkan 
and Near East countries. 

The Colonel’s commissions have 
taken him into the Mediterranean 
as an explorer, a war correspond- 
ent, an intelligence officer and a 
military observer, General Staff 
U. S. Army. He served as a mem- 
ber of the American Delegation to 
Negotiate Peace and brought out 
the first report that Morocco had 
declared war against Germany, 
which was ohe of the outstand- 
ing “scoops” of that time. 

His acquaintance with Lawrence 
of Arabia, his secret mission tc 
the Sheik of the Senoussi, his 
service with King Feisal in Syria, 
with Maj. General Wavell in Egypt 
and Lord Allenby on the Western 
Egyptian frontier, are only a few 
of the highspots of his interest- 
ing career as a soldier. As an ex- 
plorer, he has penetrated the Bar- 
bary hinterlands and, beneath the 
water of Tripoli Harbor, discov- 
ered the wreck of the U. S. Fri- 
gate Philadelphia, just 100 years 
after it was burned and sunk by 
Lieut. Decatur. He is the author 
of “The Gateway to the Sahara" 
and numerous articles relating to 
Gibraltar, Malta, the Barbary 
States and Near East. 

In this unusual lecture, a fas- 
cinating insight is given into the 
Turkish westernization movement, 
in the most remarkable renais- 
sance of any nation in modern 
history, and Colonel Furlong shows 
how the nresent war really centers 
around Turkey and why. His work 
in both official and civil capaci- 
ties "not only enabled him to study 
Turkey and Mediterranean history 
in the making but places him as 
a part of that history.” 

Col. Furlong will lecture at 8 
o’clock preceding which a dinner 
will be served at 6:30. Members 
and guests are cordially invited 
to attend. 


NEWTON BLACKOUT IS 
DECLARED A SUCCESS 

Residents Co-operate Fully; 
5700 Wardens, Police Assist 


A mantle of complete darkness 
enveloped Newton’s 11 villages 
promptly at 9 o’clock Tuesday 
night and the city remained lit- 
erally shrouded in obscurity for 
a period of exactly 20 minutes. 

It was Newton’s first blackout 
test and it was pronounced a suc- 
cess by qualified observers — more 
so even than that which was 
staged in Boston a week ago. Ci- 
vilian defense officials expressed 
gratification over the results and 
lauded the co-operation of the pub- 
lic. 

Virtually the only illumination 
was overhead — provided by a clear 
moonlit and star-studded sky. 
Thus, although the city was just 
a black spot on the map as far 
as any enemv flyer could distin-I r 


guish, the 5,700 air wardens and, 
auxiliary policemen did not need 
to grope about blindly to perform 
their duties. 

Pilot Lights Glow 

The only flaw in the picture 
from the air as seen by observ- 
ers stationed on the city’s seven 
hills resulted from some 300 pilot 
lights on street gas lamps. The 
only pilots, although appearing as 
only tiny pin points of light, could 
he seen for great distances. Offi- 
cials agreed that something would 
have to be done about them in 
the event of a blackout produced 
by necessity. 

Several plants in the city work- 
ing on defense contracts were not 
required to blackout, although they 
would be the first to do so in the 
event of real danger from the 
air. 

Trains Blacked Out 

The Boston & Albany Railroad 
co-operated with civilian defense 
officials to the extent of blacking 
out two trains that passed through 
♦he city during the period of the 
♦est. One was a New York bound 
train that reached Newtonvillc 
station at 9:10 and the other was 
a local train that arrived short- 
'y afterward. Observers stationed 
->n Mt. Ida could see only the re- 
flection of light in the fire boxes 
as the trains rolled by. 

Unlike the blackout in the Hub 
’ast week, the Newton event was 
*iot ushered in bv the sounding 
■*f sirens. It arrived silently, as 
‘he street lights went out. A split 
'econd later the lights in homes 
'nd stores followed suit. 

There were a few isolated in- 
stances in which wardens found 
it necessary to remind household- 
ers to extinguish lights after the 
blackout had started. There was 
no excuse, however, for any resi- 
dent to plead ignorance, as each 
home was visited by a warden 
-nrlier in the evening and resi- 
dents were told of the coming 
blackout. 

Police Get One Call 

Nevertheless, 10 minutes after 
♦he blackout was in effect, a 
woman called police headquarters 
on the telephone and inquired 
what time the blackout was to 
start. She was told that not only 
was it already in effect, but that 
she was also remiss in using the 
telephone during the blackout. It 
was the only call received by the 
police during the 20-minute period. 

No untoward incidents were re- 
ported last night. The regular 
police force was augmented by 
about 200 auxiliary police, who 
were assigned traffic posts. They 
forced all traffic to come to stand- 
still on the streets, even motorists 
traveling on through highways. 
Police of surrounding towns co- 
operated by diverting or halting 
traffic about to enter Newton dur- 
ing the blackout.

Let us examine this belief that 
money is that which supplies man- 
kind with the necessities of life 
and see what foundation there is 
for it, even from a human point of 
view. Can money produce any one. 
of the things that humanity be- 
lieves necessary for its own ex- 
istence? Is it money or Mind that 
originates and produces those 
ideas expressed to human sense 
as seed and grain-filled field, fruit- 
ful tree and the herb whose seed 
is in itself, or fish of the sea or 
fowl of the air? 

Is it not plain that matter, 
mortal mind, cannot possibly orig- 
inate or produce one of those 
things which it deems necessary _ 
for its own existence? Not one.’ 
Creative Mind, divine Love, alone 
originates and produces that which 
meets every seeming human need. 
Then, let us turn from this phase 
of idolatry, this money worship, 
directly to divine Love, honoring 
God with an absolute acknowledg- 
ment of His law of goodness and 
abundance, and we shall see our 
so-called needs met. not meagerly, 
but with divine Mind’s expres- 
sion of its own abundance; not 
for the gratification of material 
sense or indulgence of extrava- 
gant personal tastes; not because 
we have taken thought for our 
so-called human needs, desires, or 
extravagances, but because we 
have completely lost sight of these 
mesmeric claims, and found satis- 
faction and completion in the 
truth of being as the expression 
of infinite spiritual good. All these 
things are added. They are never 
the demonstration — only the ad- 
dition. 

We see. then, that good cannot 
be measured. It cannot be made „ 
finite. Mortals attempt to measure 
good by their little yardstick of 
need or desire, but the law of 
Love is infinite in its abundance. 
Abundance is not the stagnation 
af accumulated material wealth, 
mt it is the activity of ever-unfoid- 
ng spiritual ideas. This abund- 
ance is secure and ever present. 

It never takes unto itself wings, 
but is continually expressing itself 
in health, happiness, beauty, com- 
fort. food, clothing, and shelter. 
Can you measure love or joy or 
peace and say, “I can have just 
so much"? Accept and express 
the abundance of your true be- 
ing and do not confine yourself 
to being a channel for good. That 
is one of the most limiting of all 
mortal thoughts and always indi- 
cates separation. It implies not 
good itself but something through 
which good flows in smaller or 
larger measure according to the 
boundaries of the would-be chan- 
nel. Man is not a channel for good, 
not a separate thing through 
which good flows, but good itself 
expressed in its infinite abund- 
ance. So. do not be what is called 
a channel for good. Be the ex- 
pression of good, measureless 
good. 

What are some of the simple 
yet substantial qualities of the di- 
vine Mind that constitute man’s 
supply? St. Paul gives us a list of 
them in what he calls the "fruit 
of the Spirit." You are, no doubt, 
all familiar with them, “love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering. gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, temp, 
erance: against such there is no 
I law.”

WOMEN VOTERS 

"Pay Increases to City Employ- 
ees” was the subject discussed at 
a recent study group meeting of 
the Newton League of Women 
Voters. Mrs. Kenneth B. Back- 
man and Mrs. J. H. Kavanagh 
gave figures about the increase in 
the cost of living, comparisons in 
the pay of workers in Newton 
and in nearby cities, and sugges- 
tions of possible economies in cer- 
tain city operating costs. Inter- 
esting discussions followed. 

It was the judgment of those 
present that a temporary increase 
in wages should be considered both 
for the lower bracket incomes and 
for men with large families. 

As bearing on the question the 
following facts were noted: a city 
position is more or less permanent 
and secure: as yet no shortage 
of labor exists for this type of 


work; every citizen is feeling the 
"pinch” in his finances and must 
adjust himself accordingly; an in- 
crease should be recognized as 
temporary and open to later re- 
consideration; greater efficiency 
and cutting of frills in all de- 
partments might partially offset 
the cost of increases. 

Further study groups on New- 
ton affairs will be held each Mon- 
day at 2:30 in the Community 
Room of the Newtonville Library 
( entrance on Highland ave.). On 
Monday, March 2 criticisms of the 
City Departments will be dis- 
cussed, both pros and cons being 
presented.

Again, can anyone doubt 
that under the unfailing activity 
of Truth, the human clothing will 
be added? This joy is itself the 
demonstration, and expresses it- 
self in its law of perfection, cloth- 
ing the human sense in beauty 
and bounty. 

And so we come to peace, the 
peace that has no trafficking with 1 
doubt, and recognizes none of the 
uncertainties of material beliefs, ! 
the peace that enables one to 
"lean on the sustaining infinite, 
as Christian Science bids us do 
(Science and Health, Pref., p. vii), 
not clutch at it in fear and anxie- 
ty in an effort to use it for ma- 
terial ends. When this invincible 
peace is made one’s own, he is 
sheltered; and under the unerring 
law of God, human shelter will 
be made manifest. Again this 
consciousness of peace is the dem- 
onstration, and “that peace ex- 
presses itself in what is experi- 
enced as human shelter — that 
which is added. 

"Against such there is no law.” 
So we may know that no circum- 
stance or combination of circum- 
stances, however complicated or 
menacing their arguments may 
seem to be, has power to prevail 
against this impregnable und ba- 
sic consciousness of good. There 
is no power in evil — in Truth 
there is no evil — to dim the light 
of love reflecting Love, to quench 
the spirit of joy that flows from 
the source of joy, or to disturb 
the serenity of that peace which 
rests on the understanding of om- 
nipotence. "The blessing of the 
Lord, it maketh rich, and painful 
effort addeth nothing thereto.” 

The acquiring, then, of that 
which meets the human needs is, 
primarily, the spiritual unfoldment 
of Truth, and thus freedom is won 
and the burden of material 
thought-taking is lifted. This does 
not in any way mean a spirit of 
Idleness, a sitting-around vaguely 
waiting for a miracle to happen. 
Miracles do not happen. They are 
the effect of immutable, divine 
law operating to correct the false j 
human concept of things. The ac- 
tivity of Truth shining through I 
the mist of matter seems a mira- I 


reality, the normal activity and 
condition of that which is uctuelly 
and uninterruptedly going on in 
the realm of divinity or Truth. 

Freedom to Be Claimed 

And think not that it Is an Idle 
thing to claim the freedom and 
sublimity of your true being, to 
refuse reality or identity to all 
and everything that is unlike God. 
It is a joyous and constant task 
to find and declare one’s identity 
in Truth, in divine ideas and quali. 
ties of God. This, your true iden- 
tity, remains forever untouched, 
undimmed by dream, unscarred 
by the seeming experience of sup- 
posititious life in matter. To claim 
that identity involves an unceas- 
ing demand to look away from the 
claims of physical sense to the 
divine Principle of being, for 
there only can one find his true 
status. Can the physical senses 
persuade us that we are sick when 
we know that the very substance 
of our being is Spirit, incapable 
of discord or decay? Can sense 
testimony make us believe that we 
are sad, lonely, hateful, critical, 
unloving, or unloved, when the 
Principle and substance of our 
being is Love itself? 

It takes courage, great cour- 
age, thus to identify one’s self 
with Spirit and the things of Spir- 
it. When tempted to criticize 
and condemn, to voice error of 
any kind, it takes courage, patient 
courage, to stop and ask oneself, 
'Is it Principle or person that 
would so speak or think?” It 
takes courage, persistent courage, 
to refuse to identify one’s self with 
disease when it seems to be mani- 
fested in one’s own personal sense 
of body. It takes courage, shin- 
ing courage, when the senses say 
one is discouraged, depressed, in 
despair, to claim and express the 
joy and freedom, the radiance of 
one’s true being. But joy can no 
more be separated from right 
thinking than shining can be 
separated from a ray of light. It 
takes courage, unwavering cour- 
age, to refuse to identify one’s 
self with proverty when one’s 
purse is empty. It takes courage, 
my friends, holy courage, to look 
through the mist of tyranny, 
hatred, cruelty, and greed seem- 
ingly dominant in the world of 
material beliefs, and see the om- 
nipresence of Love filling all 
space. It takes courage, sublime 
courage, to look through the lie 
of war, the claim of physical force 
to power, and to see and know 
that the truth of the universe is 
peace, inviolate, actual peace, 
never for one instant interrupted, 
and that the power of the universe 
is Spirit, invincible in its omni- 
potence. But we have this cour- 
age through the Christ, Truth, 
which sweeps away "the refuge of 
lies,” and asserts its own suprem- 
acy. 

Invincibility of Truth 

Understanding confidence in the 
power of Love, the invincibility of 
Spirit, is much needed in this 
seemingly war-stricken world. It 
is needed more than ever before 
because a greater effort than 
ever before is being made by the 
carnal mind to mesmerize hu- 
manity into accepting its claims, 
particularly the claim that might 
makes right, and that material 
force is power. Under this mes- 
merism men’s hearts fail for fear, 
and their minds are at times 
darkened by doubt and dismay. 
They doubt the power of good and 
question God. They question the 
presence of justice and mercy in 
the land. They feel themselves 
helpless before the hypnotic sug- 
gestion of confusion and defeat. 

It is imperative that we turn 
away from this false mentality, 
with its dark picture of delusive 
beliefs, to that one Mind whose 
supremacy is never invaded and 
whose invincible brightness out- 
shines all the hypnotic beliefs 
of boastful materiality. This in- 
vincible power of Spirit was well 
illustrated in the experience of the 
Israelites as related in the twen- 
tieth chapter of II Chronicles. The 
story tells how their enemies came 
against them in such great numb- 
ers that they seemed utterly un- 
able to meet them with material 
force. Turning to God, Jehosha- 
phat prayed, saying, "We have no 
might against this great company 
that cometh against us; neither 
know we what to do: but our 
eyes are upon thee.” Then came 
"the spirit of the Lord” upon one 
of their number, who declared, 
"Thus saith the Lord unto you, 
Be not afraid nor dismayed by 
reason of this great multitude: for 
the battle is not your’s, but God’s.” 
Further words of encouragement 
bade them trust fully in the power 
of righteousness, and assurance 
was given that the battle would 
be won for them by this power. I

Then it careened 
off on a tangent, darting across 
(he outbound rails and rumbling 
over the hard street surface. It 
struck a large wooden pole, a 
glancing blow and then landed 
on the side on the Park st. side- 
walk.
